Adopting thoroughly modern methodsand the very mechanism with
which older political organizations
have achieved success, various avowed
radical elements in this country,
through their accredited delegates,
proceeded yesterday, in convention as-

sembled, to form a new political party
to be known as the Workers Party of
the United States.

street there had been a lively row, two

Convention 'Will Continue.

the Workers party will be a real politicalentity and it will proceed to name
candidates and try to get them elected,
thus competing with the Socialist and
Socialist Labor parties in about the
same field.
